had

from the Labor Committee 
but was killed on a 24-14 v ote 
on g eneral file.

sessio ns. 
Sen. C. W. Holmquist of 
Oakland made the kill motion. 
He noted the bill p icks out one 
small 
p ortion 
of 
a 
labor- 
manag ement ag reement and 
makes it a crime, p unishable 
by a fine of $100 to $500, for 
the emp loy er to fail to liv e up 
to it. But the bill hang s no 
similar p enalty on emp loy es 
for failing to liv e up to the 
contract, by v iolating a no­ 
strike p ledg e, for instance. 
There already are

remedies for breach of con­ 
tract. Holmquist noted. 
Sen. Pro ud
